TO  THE  MAYOR  AND  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  MOSSLEY. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  and  this  report  for  1972  seems  likely  to  he  the 
last  of  this  series  of  Annual  Reports.  By  the  time  that  the  statistics 
become  available  for  1973  Mossley  will  have  become  merged  along  with  the 
other  local  districts  in  the  new  Tameside  Local  Authority. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  again  showed  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  and  was  given  as  10,280  thus  continuing  the  upward  trend 
of  recent  years.  There  was  also  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  live 
births  which  is  to  be  expected  when  a  comparatively  young  population 
moves  into  an  area  of  new  housing  development.  This  is  in  contrast  to 

many  of  the  other  neighbouring  authorities  where  the  number  of  live  _ :: 

births  has  dropped.  The  small  rise  in  the  number  of  births  is,  however, 
more  than  balanced  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  recorded,  the 
bulk  of  the  increase  in  population  in  the  district  being  due  to  movement 
in  of  families  from  other  areas.  During  the  year  there  was  only  one 
infant  death  recorded  and  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  Table  III  shows 
the  main  cause  of  the  deaths  that  occurred  in  the  Borough  with  once  again 
Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  topping  the  list.  Table  VII  shows  the  individual 
cancer  deaths  which  occurred  in  Mossley. 

During  the  year  Measles  was  again  the  main  infectious  disease  noti¬ 
fied,  this  despite  the  recent  immunisation  campaign.  There  were  also 
33  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis,  the  most  recorded  in  any  single  year 
since  the  disease  became  notifiable  in  Mossley  in  1963®  On  looking  at 
the  statistics  from  other  areas  this  seems  to  be  part  of  a  general 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified.  Table  IX  shows  the  annual 
notifications  since  1953  and  it  does  to  some  extent  reflect  the  change 
in  the  pattern  of  infectious  diseases  in  recent  years.  If  the  twenty 
years  prior  to  1953  were  looked  at  a  very  marked  difference  would  be 
seen  as  during  that  period  Diphtheria  was  still  reasonably  common  and 
dangerous,  as  was  Scarlet  Fever.  As  some  of  these  diseases  have  been 
almost  wiped  out  by  means  of  advances  in  medical  treatment ,  others  such 
as  Infective  Hepatitis  have  come  along  to  take  their  place. 
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At  the  time  of  writing  this  letter  arrangements  are  well  in  hand  for 
the  formation  of  the  new  Tames ide  Metropolitan  District  which  comes  into 
being  in  April  1974®  Alongside  this  reorganisation  in  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  structure  there  is  a  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service 
and  from  the  1st  April,  1 97 4 »  all  the  medical  services  in  the  Tameside 
District  will  come  under  the  new  Area  Health  Authority .  The  other  big 
reorganisation,  that  of  the  Social  Services  Department^  has  already 
taken  place.  Thus  April  1974  should  see  the  completion  of  these  re¬ 
organisations  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  eventually  when  things  have 
settled  down  a  better  service  will  be  available  for  the  population  of 
the  new  district.  There  have  been  many  changes  over  the  past  years  and 
no  doubt  those  in  April  next  year  will  by  no  means  be  the  last  of  such 
changes.  It  is  only  to  be  hoped  that  with  these  changes  come  the  improve¬ 
ments  which  have  been  aimed  at  in  the  reorganisations. 

As  this  is  the  last  in  the  series  of  Annual  Reports,  I  would  like  to 
express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance  during  the  year,  but  I  would  also  like  to  include  thanks  not 
only  to  the  present  Council  and  Staff,  but  thanks  to  all  those  who,  in 
the  past,  have  done  so  much  to  improve  the  general  health  within  the 
Borough  of  Moss ley.

The  district  is  mainly  industrial  but  there  are  several  dairy 
farms  in  outlying  parts.  The  chief  industries  are:-  cotton  doubling, 
wool  combing,  spinning  and  weaving,  and  engineering.  Part  of  a  large 
dye  works  is  situated  in  the  area,  also  an  industrial  laundry.  None 
of  the  industries  has  been  found  to  bo  injurious  to  the  hoalth  of  the 
inhabitants  at  large.  Many  industrial  premises  are  close  to  inhabited 
houses,  resulting  in  an  increasing  number  of  complaints  about  noise  and 
fumes . 


The  district  is  situated  in  the  Tame  Valley,  in  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lancashire.  The  lowest  point  is  about  400  feet  and  the 
highest  point  over  1600  feet  above  sea  level.  The  built-up  area  lies 
mainly  between  450  and  725  feet  above  sea  level.  A  large  part  of  the 
aroa  is  moorland,  and  some  of  this  is  covered  by  reservoirs  belonging 
to  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1972,  along  with  some, 
comparative  statistics  for  previous  years,  are  shown  in  the  nine  tables 
which  are  grouped  together  later  in  the  report. 

TABLE  I  -  shows  the  birth-rate,  the  death-rate,  the  stillbirth-rate, 
the  maternal  mortality  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate 
for  1972  along  with  the  comparative  rates  for  the  five 
previous  years,  while  in 

TABLE  II  -  the  comparative  rates  back  to  1951  are  given. 

The  birth-rate  of  18.8  per  1,000  population  is  similar  to  last  year’s 
rate  (18. 4)  whilst  the  death-rate  of  14 » 3  compares  with  12.1. 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  of  17 »7  and  the  adjusted  death-rate  of  15*7 
both  exceed  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  14*8  and  12.1 
respectively. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  5  per  1,000  related  live  births 
compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17*  It  will  be  realised 
that  when  numbers  are  small,  considerable  fluctuations  may  take  place  from 
year  to  year.  The  rate  over  the  past  five  years  is  13 •

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1972 . 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

143  new  dwellings  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewers  during 
the  year.  All  drain  connections  are  examined  prior  to  filling  in,  and 
connections  to  the  public  sewers  are  made  by  the  Council,  or  by  con¬ 
tractors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council, 

19  blockages  in  public  sewers  have  been  cleared  and  the  overflow 
to  the  Dark  Lane  Sewer,  which  had  collapsed,  has  been  reconstructed. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  from  Egmont  Street  to 
the  Sewage  Works  was  commenced  in  June;  the  work  is  expected  to  take 
about  twelve  months. 

Approximately  55  houses  situated  mainly  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
Borough  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  DISINFESTATION  ETC, 

Two  Council-owned  houses  and  ten  privately-owned  houses  have  been

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


There  are  some  4  >350  movable  dustbins  and  six  dry  ash  pits  in  use 
within  the  Borough.  In  the  greater  part  of  the  district  bins  are  emptied 
each  week  and  the  contents  removed  to  the  tip  at  High  Moor.  Refuse  is  also 
removed  on  request  from  accessible  parts  of  the  Added  Micklehurst  area,  the 
premises  served  being  those  whose  owners  have  agreed  to  meet  the  cost  of 
collection.  The  remaining  premises  are  in  isolated  and  inacessible  situa¬ 
tions  where  local  disposal  is  still  practicable.  The  vehicles  in  regular 
use  are  a  Harrier  "Gamecock"  and  a  Ford  "Compressload",  and  in  addition  an 
older  Harrier  "Bantam”  has  been  kept  in  service  to  collect  in  a  particular 
area  where  the  smaller  vehicle  can  move  in  the  restricted  conditions.  Some 
1,550  motor  loads  of  household  refuse  are  collected  annually,  equivalent  to 
about  60  tons  per  week. 

Under  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  have 
undertaken  to  provide  bins  for  the  storage  of  household  refuse  at  an  annual 
charge  which  is  at  present  37  pence  per  bin.  The  number  of  bins  provided 
under  this  arrangement  is  2,062.  Many  owners  prefer  to  buy  dustbins. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  separate  collection  of  bulky  house¬ 
hold  refuse  which  cannot  be  removed  during  the  weekly  visit.  During  the 
year,  the  Council’s  lorries  were  called  to  168  dwellings  to  remove  extra¬ 
ordinary  items  of  house  refuse,  comprising  mainly  furniture,  floor  coverings 
and  bedding. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Use  of  the  tip  at  Midge  Hill,  which  had  been  opened  in  December,  1964, 
was  discontinued  on  the  1st  April,  1972,  wThen  the  agreement  to  make  joint 
use  of  the  Saddleworth  Urban  District  Council’s  tip  at  High  Moor  came  into 
effect.  This  tip  is  on  the  site  of  an  extensive  quarry  in  a  remote  elevated 
area  and  has  still  some  years’  capacity  at  the  present  rate  of  tipping. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION . 

There  are  4?290  fresh  water  closets,  two  waste  water  closets  and  30 
pail  closets.  The  number  of  houses  with  fresh  water  flush  closets  is  4,030. 
There  is  a  weekly  collection  from  the  pail  closets,  and  the  contents  are 
removed  to  the  Corporation  Yard  and  discharged  into  the  main  sewer  which 
parses  through  the  yard. 

A  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  pail  and  waste  water  closets  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  47  (l)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  adopted 
in  November,  1956.  The  total  number  of  water  closets  provided  under  this 
scheme  is  1,151. 

An  extensive  improvement  scheme  approved  for  one  of  the  public  houses 
in  the  area  is  held  up  because  of  unresolved  difficulties  in  acquiring  land 
required  for  a  car  park  to  replace  an  existing  small  parking  area  on  land 
which  will  be  taken  for  the  extension.  The  premises  at  present  drain  to  a 
cesspool,  but  negotiations  are  in  progress  with  an  adjoining  land-owner  to 
enable  main  drainage  to  be  provided.

Of  the  16  factory  chimneys  in  the  district,  two  are  serving  coal- 
fired  boilers,  and  both  are  mechanically  fired.  The  remaining  chimneys 
serve  gas-fired,  coke-fired  and  oil-fired  boilers. 

The  Council^  No.1  smoke  control  order,  covering  an  area  of 
approximately  54  acres  in  Micklehurst ,  came  into  effect  in  1962.  There 
are  5^9  buildings  subject  to  control  in  this  area. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional 
Clean  Air  Council  and  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 
and  Noise.  One  lead  perioxide  instrument  is  in  operation,  at  Lower  Hey 
Farm.
